THE CONSTITUTION 


‘ WASHINGTON, May 31.— 
There are two ways in which the 
constitution can be changed. 

1. Two-thirds of the house and 
senate can pass a constitutional 
| amendment which then is sub- 

mitted to the states: Three-quar- 

ters of the legislatures or state 
conventions then niust ratify the 
amendment. 

2. Two-thirds of the state legis- 
latures, through petition, can force 
congress to call a constitutional : 
convention, at which general re- 
vision can be undertaken or one 
amendment ean be considered.

poses, and to withhold from private 
ownership alk of the public domain 
not suited for farm purposes, 

Divided into Tracts, 
All public lands suitable for farm 


purposes would be divided into tracts, | 


to be known as homesteads, of suit- 
able size for the support of a family 
of average size, and the - secretary 
given authority to grant homesteads 
to any person who is the head of a 
family. providing that person meets 
the general requirements of homestead 
acts now in force. Preference would 
be given to families living on farms 
at the time the act goes into effect. 

Homestead grants will include only 
the rights of possession and use of 
the lands included in homestead tracts 
but such rights will be just as free 
and complete as though the land were 
held under fee simple title. 

Other provisions provide that no 
person will be permitted to have title 
to-more than one homestead tract at 
any given time; that the secretary 
provide regulations governing the ex- 
change of homestead tracts: that no 
person who is the owner of farm land 
can be granted a homestead; that 
authority:to sell or encumber home- 
stead is prohibited, and a registration 
fee of not exceeding $10 may be 
charged.

STRIKES, CHISELING 
THREATEN COUNTRY 


Nearly Million Workers Are 
Ready To Walk Out; Many 
Pledge NRA Adherence. : 


NEW YORK, May 31.—(4)-—- 
Threats of strikes, charges of chisel- 
ing and pledges of voluntary adher- 
ence to NRA standards continued to 
fill the air tonight as the nation’s 
business, industrial and labor leaders 
eyed each other over the Blue Eagle's 
cold, lifeless form, 

Strikes involving 450,000 coal min- 
ers thréughout the country, 350,000 
building service employes and 40,000 
cloak and .suit workers in New York 
city were predicted in event of wage | 
cuts. 

The Great Atlantic & Pacific Te 
Company, operating more than 15,000 
grocery and meat stores throughout 
the United States and Canada, an- 
nounced there would be no change in 
wages or hours for its employes. The 
company also indicated it would not 
indulge in price-cutting. 

Mrs. Anna M. Rosenberg, state 
NRA compliance director. said her of- 
fice was being flooded with complaints 
of wage reductions and wérking hour 
increases. She was helpless. 

A promise of co-operation was tele- 
graphed President Roosevelt by M. 
Edward Rowan, head of the Interna- 
tional Association of Garment Mann- 
facturers, who blamed the compefi- 
tion of prison-made goods for “sweat 
shop” conditions. | 

Asserting every effort would be 
made to preserve the wage and hour 
provisions of the cotton garment code, 
Rowan said: 

“Our industry sincerely hopes g pro- 
gram can be formulated to promote 
exclusive state use of prison products 
so the efforts to maintain the stand- 
ards of the code volunteered by this 
industry will not be defeated by the 
unfair competition of prison labor 
products.”

WINDOW

Marshal Pilsudhi. 

The jubilant announcement by the 
Berlin press that Marshal Pilsudski 
would not receive M. Pierre Laval on 
his passage throuth Warsaw and that 
the illness of the Polish dictator was 
a diplomatic indisposition, has been 
grimly refuted by death on the very 
evening when M. Laval left the Polish 
capital. If the Germans believed in 
the truth of their own communique, it 
only showed again how little the gen- 
tlemen in the Wilhelmstrasse appre- 
ciate the character of foreign states- 
men. Marshal Pilsudski was not the 
man to shrink from an interview with 
Pierre Laval, even if such an inter- 
view should have been disagreeable to 
him. That old man shrank from noth- 
ing. Terrorist in his youth, banned to 
Siberia by the czar, a sort of Robin 
Hood immediately after his escape, 
Josef Pilsudski knew nothing aboct 
fear. He lived dangerously all his 
days. His biography would make 
astonishing reading. 

I don’t know how many times he 
broke jail, nor how many convoys of 
money he held up, nor what else he 
did to break down the Russian at- 
tocracy. In the Russo-Japanese ‘var 
of 1905 he went to Tokyo to ask for 
help to foment a big revolution in 
Poland, which was then part of the 
ezar’s empire. The Japanese refused. 
Pilsudski was then called a bandit. 
But so was George Washington after 
the revolt of the American colonies. 
Washington became the father of his 
country. Pilsudski was the creator of 
the modern Polish state. 


When He Was Beaten. 


General Mordacq, of the French 
general staff, calls Pilsudski a _ wmil- 
itary genius, He gives him full credit 
for defeating the bolsheviks on the 
Niemen. In this respect Mordacq slays 
a legend which has grown up of late 
years, according to which it was a 
plan of Foch, executed by Weygand, 
which stopped the Russians under tke 
walls of Warsaw. He was a battler, 
a ,marvelous strategist, a first-class 
soldier, who had a complete grasp of 
-, situation,” says the French gen- 
eral.

Per- 
sons with excessively dry skin should 
anoint the skin with a few drops of 
oi] daily. especially after washing.

Immediately after it swept away the basic legal ground on which 
his New Deal stood, his associates agree, he was personally as 
confused as were all his lawyers. -He did not say or do anything 
for that simple reason. . 3 | 

Within 24 hours, however, his silence developed. a purpose. A 
reaction in the country began to be evident.. The president then 
decided to fight to preserve more than the semblance of his busi- 
ness reform program. He continued to remain silent in order to 
permit: the full scope of the reaction to'develop. He wanted the 
wind of public opinion to fill his sails and determine his course; 
which, his counsellors. seem to agree, was wise strategy. 


EXPLORATION Presidential lawyers explored all ‘the possi- 


ae bilities which have been printed and some 
which have not. A leading White House counsellor gave an off- 
the-record analysis of the ‘situation as he saw it, which offers an 
indication of the fundamental depths: of government which were : 
probed. Said he: : 

“This country has gone through a revolution, whether it knows 
it or not. Future historians will realize it better than we do. The 
revolution is over, or rather it was over until the supreme court 
spoke. * , 

“The prosperity of business is not a local state matter. Every- 
one. now recognizes that, no matter what the supreme court says. 

“The national government has been accepting. that fact as set- 
tied, because the public agreed. It-has taken extra-constitutional 
steps to provide an orderly, bloodless governmental revolution, fur- 
nishing central authority which business needs for co-operative 
effort. 

“lf the supreme court says it cannot be done because of the 
constitution, and the people want to do it, the constitution will be 
changed. The only other thing possible is a dictatorship, and we 
do not want that.” 

These are sharp words for a presidential counsellor, but they 
were mild in comparison to those offered by some less conservative 


authorities. 


OFFSETS The most important phase of the decision was the 
reaction to it. For weeks before, businessmen (United 


State Chamber of Commerce, et al) were complaining publicly that 
the New Deal should let them alone so they could go ahead. If 
very many of them went ahead, it was oe Spearent. The de- - 
pression in the stock market was unexpected and remarkable. 


Some businessmen explain this by saying that they could not 
start a bull movement in and out of the market because they did 
not know what the president was going to do. This is entirely 
true. The inflationary or deflationary results rested entirely with 
whatever decision he made. 

But most authorities also suspected that, if nature were per- 
mitted to take its course, a deflationary period of price-cutting and 
wage-cutting would set in, which would more than offset any busi- © 
ness hallelujahs at being released from government restraints. 

What is driving lawyers mad is 


INTERSTATE COMMERCE the fact that the supreme court 


did not really lay down any fixed policy of restraint against the 
government in its NRA decision. 

For instance, the court said the retail poultry business in New 
York city is interstate commerce as far as federal anti-trust law is 
concerned, but not as far as the NRA provision of wages and hours 
is concerned. 

In other words, for. one federal law, the business is interstate 
commerce and subject to federal regulation, but, for the other, it 
is not. This definition was evidently so muddy that the court 
itself added: “The precise line can be drawn only as individual 


cases arise.” 
nfluential businessmen have been making a subtle drive 
—_ beigginiel Dan Roper, the commerce secretary. By tele- 
phone and telegraph they. have been advising him lately to conduct 
his department for the benefit of business in the same spirit in 
which the Labor Department is conducted for labor. They did not 
tell him so directly, but their gentle hints were based on the feeling 
that Mr. Roper’s political background has caused him to lay undue 
stress on that phase.

The forgotten man needn’t worry. 
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PRE-AQUATIC STUDY. 

Limnology is the branch of nat- 
ural history that treats of life in 
water, especially, by definition in tke 
Greek, of fresh waters. Work of sin:- 
ilar scope in salt waters is called’ 
oceanography. It is not a matter for 
biology alone, since nowhere else in 
the world are plants and animals so 
dependent upon the peculiarities of. 
their medium as in water. Aquatic 
animals and plants are in such in- 
timate éontact with their environment 
that they must be sensible to its every 
change in accordance with chemical 
i physical laws, or death is their

Fundamental things’ to be done be 
fore studying aquatic. animal ~ and 
plant life include many and varied 
chemical and physical tests. For ex- 
ample, the transparency of the wat:-r 
has a great influence on the plankton 
or microscopic floating life of thre’ 
lake. This plankton is the secret -f 
the success of the nekton, or swim- 
ming life, for nekton feeds on plank-' 
ton, or in less technical words, fish | 
feed upon microscopic shell-fish such 
as water-fleas. If sunlight cannot! 
penetrate below a certain depth, plant | 
life cannot . develop.

life. So we use a Secchi’s disk. 

This disk is simply .a. metal circle 
painted with black and white quad- 
rants. Fastened to: an - accurate 
sounding line the disk is lowered over 
the side of the boat at midday, when 
the rays of the sun are vertical. The 
depth at which it disappears is noted, 
then it is drawn slowly toward the 
surface again and another reading is 
taken when the disk reappears. These 
two readings often Vary a few inches, 
so we take an average of the two 
readings as a measure of the trans- 
parency of the water. Secchi’a disk 
would disappear at one inch in the 
Chattahoochee at flood, but is elear-

Attention of traders focused espe- 
cially on the fact that the president 
was reported as indicating the supreme 
court’s opinion, if it blocked any fed- 
eral control of agricultural production, 
might result in 26-cent wheat and 
5-cent cotton under present world con- 
ditions.

Wheat closed weak, 3-8 to 7-8 lower 
than Wednesday’s finish, July 84 to 
841-8. eorn unchanged to 3-4 higher, 
July 785-8 to 783-4, oats, 1-8 off to 
1 cent up, and provisions varying from 
2 cents decline to a rise of 30 cents. 

For a while action of the corn mar- 
ket including a transient rise of near- 
ly 2 cents a bushel, served more or less 
to stimulate strength in wheat and 
other grains. Oats and rye largely took 
their cue from the behavior of corn.

NEW YORK, May 31.—(UP)— 
President Roosevelt’s mere hint of 
36-cent wheat and 5-cent cotton broke 
nervous security and commodity mar- 
kets today. 

Roosevelt’s hint came at his week- 
iy press conference. He discussed the 
NRA supreme court ruling and said 
that the Agricultural Adjustment Act 


might be affected. Should it disap- 
pear, the president said, there might 
be wheat at 36 cents a bushel and 
cotton at 5 cents a pound. 


That was enough for traders. The 
slight confidence that had grown 
through early dull market trading 
disappeared. Prices broke widely— 
cotton showing the sharpest break 
since March—and trading picked up. 
The stock market was the last to 
feel the effects but just before the 
close it too joined the procession and 
staged a mild bear drive. The result 
in major markets showed: 

Stocks fractions to more than 2 
points lower with farm equipment 
shares easy. 

Cotton closed with losses of $3.05 
to $3.35 a bale after earlier gains 
of 7h cents a bale. 

WHEAT DECLINES. 

Wheat was 3-8 to 3-4 cent a bushel 
lower after early gains of more than 
a cent a bushel. 

No. 3 sugar futures broke 21 to 
2%, points, the latter the limit of per- 
missable fluctuation. Not since 1923 
has the market broken that far.

It is possible, said Dr. Abercrombie, 
such an animal .nay be in the early 
stages of rabies and if killed a 
laboratory. examination may show 
no evidence of the disease. 

On the other hand, he said, if 
the dog is captured and after one 
week remains well, there is no dan- 
ger of contracting rabies from the 
bite and the person bitten need un- 
dergo no treatment. 

In the event the animal dies its 
head should be sent to the state de- 
partment of public health for exam- 
ination. If it had rabies this fact 
is discovered through laboratory 
examination an! the bitten perser 
advised to begin taking anti-rabic
